Ottawa Sees Possibility of 
Vacant Houses if Pro- 
vinces Cut Off Money 
For Upkeep. 
OTTAWA, April 13—Although 

the legislatures of at least three 


provinces have been agitated in re- 


gard to financial provision for their 
respective lieutenant-governors it is 
believed the matter will not be a 
Subject of Dominion cabinet or 
parliamentary action until the Brit- 


ish North America Act has been 
@mended 
It is stated here until there is 


agreement between the provinces 
and the Dominion on the question 
of altering the constitution the 
Ottawa government has no alterna- 
tive but to appoint lieutenant- 
governors as vacancies occur. When 
@ province cuts off the up-keep of 
“government house,” however, it 
may be impossible to find anyone 
to take the position. In that event 
the chief justice of the province 
would carry on as administrator, 


OPENING SKIRMISH 

Ontario's opening skirmish in the 
campaign against government house 
was in March, 1932, when H. C. 
Nixon, leader of the Progressive 
group, now provincial secretary in 
the Hepburn Liberal government, 
offered a resolution in the legisla- 
ture requesting the Dominion gov- 
ernment, for reasons of economy, 
not to appoint a lieutenant-governor 
for a year. The post was then va- 
cant following the resignation of 
Hon. W. D. Ross. Mr, Nixon's reso- 
lution was decisively defeated by 
the legislature, then of the Conser- 
vative regime of Hon. George S. 
Henry. Col. H. A. Bruce was ap- 
pointed lieutenant-governor in Oc- 
tober of that year. 

Abolition of government house 
was frequently advocated by Lib- 
eral candidates on the hustings 
during the Ontario election cam- 
paign of 1934. With the party plac- 
ed in power in Queen's Park Prem- 
ier M. F. Hepburn told the legisla- 
ture March 15 last the government 
would contribute nothing to the 
support of Chorley Park, seat of the 
lieutenant-governor, after Oct. 31, 
1935, 


MANITOBA’'S POSITION 

The Manitoba legislature 
March 21 last voted down a motion | 
by R. F. Lawrence, Labor member | 
for St. Boniface, to abolish the po- 
sition of lieutenant-governor. “If| 
the position has to be maintained, 
Jet the Dominion government pay 
all the costs or let the occupant pay | 
his own expenses,” said Mr, Law-

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BUILD R \IL W AYS? 


At a time when railway-building—and con- 
structive enterprise of every kind—is taboo, 
it is refreshing to note that two members of 
parliament had the courage to propose that 
some railway be built. 

Mr. McIntosh, 
Battleford, and Mr 


Liberal member for Noftth 
Davies, Conservative mem- 
ber for Athabasca, are the two members who 
have gained this honorable distinction, They 
urged that the C.N.R, complete the “north line” 
from Beaver River, Alberta, to St. Walburg, 
Saskatchewan; and also a less well known 
branch line running west from North Battleford 
by way of Spruce Lake, 

Both lines should have been built long ago 
Their construction would provide work and 
wages for a considerable number of men, and 
would improve and cheapen railway facilities 
in fairly well settled and productive sections. 

But there is no likelihood they will be built 
this summer. The country has been flooded 
with defeatist propaganda, with reference par- 
ticularly to railways; until an impression has 
been created that we have already several times 
as much railway as we need or as can ever be 
useful in the economic sense, 


If parliament should actually undertake to 
build these any other--lines at present 
there would be amazement all over the country 
ieks from the high priests of stagnation.

PROBABLY NOT INTERESTED 

The standing committee of the Mayors’ con- 
ference are inviting the Premiers of the 
provinces to join in making representations at 
Ottawa that the Dominion should assume the 
eniire cost of unemployment relief. 

Obviously the committee have no high 
hopes that the cities will get the exemption 
they asked for unless more pressure is brought 
to bear upon the federal authority. They are 
accordingly proposing that the provinces also 
ask for exemption; and make common cause 
with the cities on the ground that the Dom- 
inion should foot the whole relief bill. 

Perhaps the Premier of Alberta will accept 
the invitation and lend his influence in urging 
this claim, but the probability is he won't. The 
Government of this province refused to back 
the Mayors with a resolution from the legisla- 
ture in support of their appeal. And there is 
nothing to show that the Government has ever 
registered a protest against the province itself 
being saddled with a share of the relief costs. 

It seems likely therefore that at least one 
of the provincial Premiers will decline to 
associate himself with the demand that the 
Dominion take over the whole burden of these 
costs. To do anything else would be incon- 
sistent. The attitude of the Government of this 
province has been one of tame submission to 
whatever allocation of relief costs the Dom- 
inion saw fit to impose upon it, or upon the 
cities, 

The idea that Ottawa should’ be told to take 
the responsibility for conditions largely of its 
own making, and for which it alone holds the 
immediate and effective remedy, has as yet got 
no support from the Gov ernment of Alberta.

How do the wives of artists and sculptors 
who paint and model from lovely nudes regard 
it? 

I've a very dear lady friend who numbers

last year won the Prix du Rome. They roamed 
the Janes and the heath together a few months 
ago when they met in Scotland after some years 
of living in different hemispheres. He was 
about to return to Rome to continue his sculp- 
ture and volunteered the information that art- 
ists and sculptors at work on nudes are quite 
unmoved by those considerations which are 
supposed to afflict the occupants of the bald- 
headed row at leg-shows. 


“Far too interested in our work to bother 
about them,” he said, and told of how some of 
the chaps had to simulate an interest to humor 
some of the models who often grew piqued at 
the perfunctoriness of the artists.

She would hire dimpled house- 
maids to incite his desire to put them on can- 
vas. One of them married Renoir’s son 
and has since become famous as the European 
film actress, Lili Hessling.

Oliver Wendell Holmes, former justice of the 
Supreme Court of United States, and a great 
American jurist died a month ago. He had 
reached the age of 94.

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Three O'clock Fatigue 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 


I am convinced that our modern commer- 
cial system makes it necessary for the average 
person to work too many hours a day, but I do 
not know of any kind of work performed by 
those doing manual labor or brain work which 
can be responsible for what is commonly called 
“three o'clock fatigue.” Un- 
doubtedly, most people do 
feel tired at about this time 
in the afternoon, but I am 
sure there is only one prin- 
cipal reason for this and that 
is the wrong kind of lun- 
cheon. Overeating at the 
noon hour, eating bad mix- 
tures of food, eating too 
rapidly or not resting for a 
while after luncheon, are 
Dr. F. McCoy responsible almost wholly for 
that dejected, toxic feeling which so many have 
during the afternoon. 

It is true that a rest at three or four o'clock, 
with a cup of coffee, or a glass of malted milk, 
may prove helpful in finishing the day's work. 
This is not so much because of the rest but 
because of the stimulation afforded by these 
drinks. Necessity for such stimulation could be 
avoided if a well-balanced luncheon were used 
each day. 

Even a heavy breakfast does not seem to 
interfere very much with physical or mental 
activities during the morning. This is probably 
because we seem to have a good deal of stored- 
up energy from the night's rest and are, there- 
fore, able to digest a more or less heavy break- 
fast without noticing the depressing effect. But 
as the bodily energy seems to be naturally 
lower during the afternoon, it is unwise to bur- 
den the body with excesses of food, either to 
please the appetite or for any other reason, if 
we are to do the afternoon's work. 

You, who have been complaining about 
being so tired in the afternoon, will do well to 
try my suggestion for a few days, using a light 
luncheon such as a glass of orange juice, a com- 
bination salad, or one or two cooked, non- 
starchy vegetables with a salad. Many will find 
that an exclusive fruit luncheon will be quite 
satisfactory. If fruit js taken, use only one kind 
at a time, and eat as much as desired. 

You will find, if you adopt my plan of a 
light luncheon, you will have literally twice as 
much energy during the afternoon, whether 
your work is with the brain or with the hands. 
Stop talking about overwork and afternoon 
fatigue until you have tried the light, whole- 
some luncheons I have suggested.

On This Date 


A Day in Canadian History 

On this date in 1868, Montreal 
was in mourning. It was the day 
of the funeral of Hon. Thomas 
D'Arcy McGee, who had been 
assassinated at Ottawa on April 7. 

There had been a state funeral 
at Ottawa, but the burial took 
place at Montreal, which Mr. Mc- 
Gee represented in the House of 
Commons and where he was 
among his own people. It was a 
clear, cold morning with lots of 
snow on the ground. The night 
before and early in the morning 
hundreds of mourners passed the 
coffin to take a last look at their 
much loved friend. Finally the 
casket was closed and carried by 
reverent hands to the hearse, a 
large lorry of the Grand Trunk 
railway, re-modelled for the 
occasion and covered with floral 
tributes. A guard of honor was 
provided by the Highlanders, and 
old timers remember seeing these 
soldiers in their bare legs shiver- 
ing as they stood outside St, Pat-

rick’s church, where the requiem 
mass was sung. 

After that the cortege moved 
to the “French Church” (as Notre 
Dame was known in those days) 
where another service was held 
to pay the tribute of the French 
section of the population and then 
the procession made its way to 
the Cote des Neiges cemetery 
where today a monument tells of 
the great Irishman, who, having 
been exiled from Ireland as a 
rebel, became one of the Queen's 
most able and loyal advisers in 
her new Canada. 

Many claim that it was he who, 
by his persuasive eloquence and 
prophetic vision, did most to 
arouse the enthusiasm of both the 
English and French population 
for the union cause, for he was 
equally eloquent in both lan- 
guages. By a strange coincidence, 
the day of his burial was. the 
anniversary of his birth in 1825 
Thus today will be the 110th 
anniversary of his birthday. 


Western Australia’s Case 


The state of Western Australia 
has petitioned the British parlia- 
ment for permission to with- 
draw from the Commonwealth of 
Australia and resume its former 
position as a_ self-government 
unit in the British Empire. 

The petition was referred to a 
joint select committee of both 
houses. The committee opened 
sittings under chairmanship of 
Lord Goschen, a former acting 
viceroy of India. 

The question before the com- 
mittee is not one of the merit of 
the petition, which followed a 
plebiscite in the state, but the 
constitutional point whether the 
British Parliament can receive 
the petition itself. 

J. H. Morgan, K.C., with Paul 
Springman, appeared for the par- 
liament and people of Western 
Australi Wilfred Greene, K.C., 
and John Foster appeared for the 
Commonwealth, opposing the pet- 
ition. 

“My main contention,” said 
Morgan, “is that the right to pei- 
ition parliament lies co-existent 
with the jurisdiction of parlia- 
ment.”

ONE WAY OUT 

Editor Bulletin: Creating pub- 
lic debt is Canada’s biggest busi- 
ness. She has ten governments, 
imposed on less than ten and a 
half million people. 

East of the Great Lakes, she 
has one government for every 
1,461,757 persons; a grievous bur- 
den there. 

West of the Great Lakes she 
has one government for every 
767,000; a cruel burden here. 

But the western provinces have 
other, and added troubles pecu- 
liar to themselves, and their 
location. 

The two younger provinces 
were taken from the swaddling 
clothes of Territorialism, and 
shoved into provincial garb, be- 
fore they were able to shift for 
themselves. They were weighted 
down with the expense and trap- 
pings of an Empire government, 
when their populations were no 
larger than that of medium sized 
cities, Saskatchewan's being 236,- 
000, and Alberta's 166,000. It was 
a case of puiting giants’ cum- 
bersome armour on young strip- 
lings, and sending them into bat- 
tle. 

When autonomy was conferred 
upon these provinces, area, not 
taxpaying strength, was  con- 
sidered. Two provinces, each 
about the size of Ontario, were 
thought about right, and the 
geography of the country favored 
the idea. Immigrants, by the 
trainload, were scattering over 
the wuiting lands, and all 
thought that the new provinces, 
would shortly have populations 
numbered in millions, for the last 
great west was ours. But the 
weather didn't hold, 

Came an exhausting war, with 
i’s aftermath of world trade 
stagnation, loss of immigration, 
failure in prices of western pro- 
ducts, unequal freight rates, un- 
equal tariff burdens, expense of 
carrying four governments by a 
population less than that of On- 
tario; a new land where first gov- 
ernment expenditures were, of 
necessity, capital expenditures, 
lack of financial staying power 
in a new, and struggling popula- 
tion; all resulting in heavy taxa- 
tion, overwhelming debt, and a 
loss of credit, so complete that 
the money markets are closed 
against them. 


Then too, owing to long dis- 
tance, separating the producing 
west from the industrial east, 
there has been lack of co-ordina- 
tion, and economic sympathy, 
resulting in continual friction, 
tending to array the east, and 
west in hostile groups. 

These are some of the troubles 
of the west. What's to do? 

When industrial concerns strike 
hard going, they combine. Thus 
cutting expense to a minimum, 
strengthening their credit, and 
increasing their profits. They are 
manned by hardheaded people. 

What about the west forming a 
“combine”? Four western prov- 
inces under one government, in- 
stead of four? One lieutenant 
governor, instead of four? One 
judicial system, instead of four? 
One set of government represent- 
atives, instead of four? One set 
of cabinet ministers, instead of 
four? And one herd of civil serv 
ants, instead of four? 

The Canada Year Book, 19382 
gives the population of Ontario 
at last census as 3,432,000 of 
Manitoba as 700.000, of Saskat- 
chewan as 922.000, of Alberta as 
752,000, and of British Columbia 
as 694,009. The Year Book does 
not give the odd hundreds, thus 
making the combined population 
of the west 3,068,000 

By the same Year Book, the 
public debt of Ontario up to, and 
including the fiscal year, 1931, 
was $522,.687,344.52. The Dorin- 
ion Bureau of Statistics gives the 
public debts of the four western 
provinces up to, and ineluding 
the fiscal year, 1983, as follows; 
Manitoba, $90938,906.24; Saskat- 
chewan, $109,209,641.36; Alberta, 
$133.037,260.09. and British Colum- 
bia, $125,332.736.00, making the 
total debt of western provinces 
$459,316 ,543,60. 


(Note that Ontario's debt is 
given as up to 1931 only, while 
that of the west is up to 1933 
Conclusions from these figures 
can be no more than approxi- 
mate) 

By these figures we see that

the western combine has 364,000 
less population, and $63,368,800.00 
less debt than Ontario. What else 
would she have? 

She would have half the arable 
land of Canada, to face the world 
with. She would have a cuffi- 
ciently strong lung power, to 
make herself clearly heard in 
matters of railway rates, tariffs, 
and other economics. No longer 
would she be the poor relation 
of the Confederacy. Her varied 
area would bring abler, and safer 
men, not class groups, to the 
reins of government. She would 
have enhanced credit, and be 
abler to handle her indebtedness. 
She would have fewer legislative 
representatives, according to area. 
It would bring British Columbia 
a thousand miles further east, 
in her influence, and national out- 
look. From the Great Lakes to 
the Pacific, the west would 
speak with one voice, in all mat- 
ters national and provincial, And 
less taxes. This at approximately 
one-quarter cost, and this cost 
again quartered amongst four. 

Is there no fly in the ointment? 
Might not the giant become 
“heady” and secede into a sep- 
arate Dominion? That would be 
deplorable, but it is difficult to 
see what she would gain by this. 
She would, then, have less to say 
about railways, and getting her 
products to the eastern seaboard. 
Instead of two seaports she might 
have but one. Then there might 
be such things as inter-Dominion 
tariffs, and other lions in the 
way. 

But what about three govern- 
ment plants, that would be left 
idle, under the amalagamation? 
It would be a pity to so leave 
them, Truly, it would, but if we 
can't pay the rent, we had bet- 
ter get to a cheaper place, and 
live according to our means. 
Cities amalgamate, and _ their 
buildings, so vacated, are put to 
other uses, But what is a build- 
ing, in comparison, to the well- 
being of a people, and it's suc- 
ceeding generations? 

Under such combination, rural 
municipalities would, probably 
need enlarging, both in area and 
administrative authority, to do 
away with the increasing bureau- 
cracy burdening the present 
governments. The Dominion 
should police the country and un- 
employment relies, old age and 
widows’ pensions should concern 
the Dominion alone,

WHEN THE PEOPLE 
WAKE UP? 

Editor Bulletin: Re interpreta- 
tion of Major Douglas’ writings.

Douglas wrote some books on the 
monetary system, which he 
named Social Credit. 

His works have come to light 
from time to time for the past 
15 years, and certain enthusiasts, 
when reading his books for the 
first time, and in most cases for 
the first time they have given the 
capitalistic system any study, are 
carried away with the new found 
remedy for all troubles. 

The theory of Douglas, is to 
leave the rich, still rich, and 
make the poor rich, or in other 
words; all things to all men, 

Douglas's books are used in 
some university courses for 
under-graduate students to take 
to pieces to show it will not work 
in practice. 

If the Alberta government 
wants to save some money they 
can get plenty of books in Eng- 
land, and investigation reports 
of reputable economists who 
have thoroughly examined 
Douglas's works; such as Lord 
McMillan (who was in Canada 
a few yeurs ago, investigating our 
banking system) and found the 
theory of social credit full of 
illogicalities 

The Labor party in England 
(who are fully acquainted with 
the principles of socialism) in- 
vestigated social credit in 1922 
and found it theoretically un- 
sound and unworkable in prac- 
tice. Mr. Hugh Dalton a member 
of the former Labor government 
said the Douglas scheme is not 
only an intellectual nightmare, 
but an administrative monstrosity, 

The truth about social eredit is 
that it is theory that barks up 
several wrong trees at the same 
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This problem cannot be solved by imposing restrictions, The

only avenue to peace leads along the way of rebuilding the entire 


trade structure of Europe. While this is a large order it is 


clearly an exclusive alternative to the destruction by war of the 


entire trade structure of Europe. 


A method of unrestricted trade facilities between all the 
nations of Europe can clearly be seen to be better than a war be- 


tween all the nations of Europe. 


Taxation necessities could be 


met by tariffs for revenue only or by sales taxes involving no 
discrimination against any nationals, 


The greatest factor in preserving the peace of Europe will be 
vesting in each nation an unrestricted share in the commerce 
of Eurepe, subject only to revenue needs. So long as any one 
great nation can only view trade through a light divided into 
sections by trade bars, so long will there be a daily danger of 


war in Europe 


Public opinion in Europe is too much biased by racial dislikes 
and suspicions to be stabilized by realities; and there does not 
seem to be the slightest probability that the present generation 
will get any further than an armed neutrality—kept neutral only 
by the certainty of destruction beyond repair. 


The stage is all set for a final series of conferences; the only 
possibility seems to be a delay of hostilities; the probability an 


outbreak of war. 


time. It proposes to subsidize 
consumers and to do it without 
causing inflation. It is founded on 
the assumption that the industrial 
system does not turn out enough 
purchasing power to enable the 
public to buy all the goods that 
industry produces. 

It assumes a mysterious differ- 
ence between money and bank 
credit and holds to the exploded 
view that credit is something that 
banks create out of thin air 
(which is false). Then it caps its 
bundle of mistakes with the 
claim that it is possible to issue 
credit to consumers and at the 
same time lower the price level. 

This puts social credit theory 
in the same class as other some- 
thing for nothing doctrines, and 
explains to some extent its attrac- 
tiveness to people whose inclina- 
tions tend in that direction. 

Social credit stands or falls on 
the truth of the assumption, that 
industrial production turns out 
less purchasing power than is 
needed to buy the goods pro- 
duced. 

Major Douglas divides the cost 
of making an automobile, say 
into A and B classes, but in this 
he only confuses the issue. If 
you trace down the $1,000 that a 
buyer pays for a car you can 
easily see that every cent of it 
ultimately gets into the hands of 
other individuals every one of 
whom is a consumer, 

This simple proposition dis- 
poses of the main Douglas argu- 
ment, which once  disproven 
makes the proposed hand out of 
credit to consumers nothing more 
or less than a slightly misguided 
scheme for a gigantic inflation. 

Now citizens, as far as Alberta 
is concerned we must Took at our 
position in a business way 

First, we have a prairie coun- 
try about two thousand miles in- 
land, and are dependant on the 
outside world, or eastern Canada 
at least for a market, for what it 
is natural and practical for us to 
produce, and what we are now 
equipped to produce, which is 
wheat and other agricultural 
products and coal. Oil we pro- 
duce, but import more. These are 
our main exports and in 1933 the 
Bross production of the above 
mentioned was $135,000,000. Our 
exports only amount to a portion 
of our production. 

When we export less in quan- 
tity and price, we do not get the 
amount of imports, which is our 
trouble, and Mr, Aberhart can- 
not increase the imports by his 
social credit scheme. 

If we cannot sell $110,000,000 
increase of exports in quantity or 
price, then neither Mr. Aberhart 
or any one else can increase the 
amount of clothing, implements, 
cars, and all other imported 
products, 

Now if Mr. Aberhart or any of 
his speakers can tell us where he 
is going to get $110,000.000 in 
markets then I think everyone 
will be with him 100 per cent. 

But on the other hand if he 
has no answer (‘except foolish 
evasive ones) then every Alberta 
citizen should be 100 per cent 
against a man who will deiiber- 
ately fool the innocent public, 
already in dire distress, and take 
advantage of their circumstances 
to extract nickles, dimes and dol- 
lars, for something that he should 
know is false. 

Mr. Aberhart cannot pay one 
dollar, let alone $120,000,000, ex- 
cept by taxation. The people are 
complaining now about the $15,- 
000,000 we now pay, very ser- 
jiously. 

So what will the people of Al- 
berta do if they allow a social 
credit government to be elected 
who will increase their taxes to 
$135,000,000? 

Do you realize the total inter- 
est payments of the Dominion 
government are only $139,000,000. 

Question?-Where will Mr, 
Aberhart go when the people 
realize the true facts of this fal- 
lacy,

Added Moisture Will Heve 
Advantages Says Crop 
Report 


Experiencing of the latest 
aprings in Alberta's history, farm- 
ers will not to commence 
work on the land for another week 
or 10 days and seeding will not be- 
come general until about May 1, 


according to the first 1935 crop re- 
port of the provincial governrnent, 
issued on Saturday by authority of 
Hon. F. S. Grisdale, minister of 
agriculture. 

Practically all rural 
the province are blanketed with 
snow of varying depth 

Conditions, however, are not 
Causing any alarm in agricultural 
circles. Agriculturists claim this is 
one of the most promising of recent 
seasons by reason of the added 
moisture recent heavy snow falls 
have brought. 


HAS ADVANTAGES 


Moreovay, the late start, with 
good moisture conditions in the 
south, will lessen the danger of soil 
drifting, from which these areas 
suffered extensively last year, Later 
hatching of grasshopper eggs is also 
a welcome factor in reducing the 
hopper menace. 

Generally speaking, states the re- 
port, agricultural conditions are 
much improved over the last few 
years. There is a greater feeling 
of optimism and confidence among 
the farmers, due to the promising 
outlook and to increasingly better 
prices for products and improved 
markets generally.

LONDON, April 13.—New hous- | 
{ng estates mean more careers for 
‘women social workers. 

To help 19-year-old girls who 
feel they have a “flair” for such 
jobs, the Ministry of Labor, in con- 
junction with the Incorporated As- 
sociation of head mistresses, has is- 
sued a pamphlet. 

These are the general qualifica- 
tions which are considered essen- 
tial: A strong personality; real in- 
terest in human beings; maturity 
of outlook and considerable experi- 
ence of human nature. 

“The development of a_ healthy 
outlook on life, unwarped by too 
early contact with the difficult and 
the abnormal, is of great import- 
ance,” it is stated. “It should be 
realized that much social work is 
concerned with normal people who 
want to lead a full life.” 

Further advice is given regarding 
specialized branches of social work 
Concerning the job of hospital al 
moner, for instance, it is stated that 
she “needs some snokledge of all 
she “needs some knowledge of all 
knowledge her sense of perspec- 
tive might be warped.”

Date at January | 

HALIFAX, April 13.—Over the 
objections of Ontario delegates, the 
Canadian Amateur Hockey Associ- 
ation voted at its annual ane | 
hete Friday to leave January 1 as 
the date beyond which branch-to- 
branch player transfers cannot be 
effected. 

The Ontario Hockey Association 
wanted the date shifted to Oct. 15, 
conforming with its own regula- 
tion. 

“That would only help the chis- 
ellers of amateur hockey,” declared 
President E. A. Gilroy said of the 
Ontario suggestion. 

“I can't,” he added, “understand 
anyone wanting to encourage chis- 
ellers who pay players to win am- 
ateur championships.” 

President James Wry of the Mar- 
itime Hockey Association favored 
sticking to January 1, though he 
said legitimate transfer made after 
that date might be given favorable 
consideration. 


Name Exemptions 
To Transfer Rule 


HALIFAX, April 13.—Seven ex- 
ceptions to the Canadian Amateur 
Hockey Association's branch-to- 
branch transfer ruling were ac- 
cepted by delegates to the 18th an- 
nual meeting of the body Friday. 
It was, President E. A. Gilroy 
pointed out, “merely setting in 
writing what had always been the 
practice of the registration com- 
mittee.”
